pound confiſteth,and notwithſtanding, ſtones 
and metals are exceeding hard, yet are they 
not Exempt from corruption, bur are con- 
- [ſumed by Ufage; but the Celeſtial Bodies 
conſiſts of ſuch matter, nature and ſubſtance, 
that being in perpetual motion, they ever 
perſevere, and are intire in their firſt form, 
not being {ubject to change in Bodies, or any 
way conſuming like other Creatures that are 
under them. 

As for the matter and ſubſtance of the Ce- 
Iftial Bodies, it has occafioned divers dill 
putes amongit the Learned, tor jome. even 
P>1in;ophers,have atirm<d.thar the Heavens 
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4nd Stars are compounded of the ſame Fle- 
ments with other Creatures, though ſome- 
what refined and purged from its groſneſs; 
rendring this reaſon, v2. that they could 
not be viſible, were they not made ot vihible 
marter, and that it is unlikely that viſible 
things ſhould be made of things inviſible, | 
from whence they conclude, that there is in 
;he compoſition of Celeſtial Bodies, ſome 
portion of Earth and Water, and that they 
are more lucid and bright. they arrribute to 
the nature of the Air and Fire; others are of 
Opinion, . that the Heavens are compoled of 
another nature of {ubſtance,which they term 
the fifth Efience, of moſt rare and ditterent 
ſubſtance, from the Elementary, and much 


more excellent and noble; bur wharſoever 
may be ſubtilly invented in this matter, it 
-may be very well conjectured,that heat is the 
ſubſtance of ſubſiſtance of Celeſtial Bodies, 
which is inſeperable from brightnels, the f1- 
militude and ſemblance of light having the 
ſubſtance of it, and of heat, 10 annexed with 
it ſelf, thar it is almoſt nothing elfe. ſo rhat 
the light, brightncL;, and heat, may be taken 
for one and the ſame thing the ſubſtance and 
matter of Heaven.and of all the Spheres.nct- 
ther are they more wearied, worn, and cor- 
rupt<d for all the Jabour they have pertorm- 
d by the ſpace of ſo many thouſand years,

HE Generation of the hery Imprefiion 
oſt ſeen in the Air,called burning Stub- 
ble, or ſparkles of Fire, is on this kind, vs. 
When the matter of the Exhalation being an 
Unctious or Oily Vapour extracted from the 
Earth, by the influence of rhe Stars,or Beams 
of the Sun into the higheſt Region, and there 
being in all parts alike thin, one part takes 
fre before the other can arrive.,ſo kindled by 
wg, It fiies abroad like ſparkles, or fal-

The flying Dragon, or fiery Drake, - 
toc: 
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ther ſort of fiery Meteors, is a Body of a 
vaporous mitter, aſcending to the Region 
of cold, but by reaſon of its groſnels, not 
capable to pals it; ſo that being driven down 


by the vehementneſs of its agitation, takes - 


fire, forming it {elf into the ſhape of a Dra- 
gon, very fearful ro behold, and in the like 
nature are generated and kindled fires inthe 
Air, reſembling Shields, Globes, Bowels, 
Lamps, Pyramids, and the like, according 
as they fall into fathion, by reaſon of the op- 
mate they meet, or their ſooner or later 
indling, | 
There is a Light ſeen upon the Earth,cal- 
led,W:1 with the Wiſh,which in Moorith or 
Marſhy ground, is ſeen to go before men in a 
dark Night, called by the Latins, Ignrs Fa- 
11145,0r foolith fire, which is indeed no other 
but a Vapour kindled by vehement agitation, 
moving and skipping up & down by the mo- 


tion or direCtion of the Air, when through . *- 


the _—_— of the Night, men many times 
fixing their eyes upon it ; they are ſo dazled 

as they looſe their way, which. they fooliſh- 
ly attribute to the power of this Vapour, 

which indeed has no ſuch operation. 

There are other flames which appear upon 

mens beards & hair,as likewiſe upon Bealt's, 
theſe are cauſed by clammy Vapours ſcattered 


in the Air, and taking fire by their ſwift-and 
Ll 3 vehe- 
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vehement .motion which ingenders ſuch 
heat, that in morion many times Arrows 
have taken fire. and Bullets have melted. 
Comets or Blazing-Stars are no other than 
a huge Maſs of vaporous Unctions, which 
by reaſon of its ſubrilty reaches the Region 
of Fire, and there blazes till the matter thar 
feeds it is conſumed : the Train or Tail be- 
ing the blaze, and the round Head the Body 
of Fire that continues it. and cannot be ſeen, 
where the Sun bzams make any impretſion, 
but is very diſcernable when the ſhadow of 
the Earth paſſes about it;but for the moſt part 
theſe Exhalations threaten mankind with di- 
vers Calamities.appearing as the Beacons of 
Heaven, to warn the finful World. to repent,

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5 Hye cauſe of many Suns and Moons ap- 
pearing at once, that is the repreſenta- 
tion of many, though indeed not real, is, 9s 
to the firſt, when the Sun caſts a full reflex 
upon ſmooth and watery Clouds,and in thein 
impreſics irs likeneſs, 1o_ that ſomtimes 
thzre apnear wo, thre2, or five Suns 1n this 
nature, 10 are produced the Images of many 
{mall Suns like little Stars, and in like man- 
ner are produced the Images of the Moon,

Lightning is cauſed by a hot Vapour, a- 
ſcending trom the Earth and Water, which 
in ics Aſcenſion taking fire, yet not being 
able to break through rhe cold Region, 1t 
forces its pailiges downward, when meeting 
Witi watery cold, ir plunges into them, and 
rend them in pieces with horrible Bellow- 
Ing, Which is called Thunder, but when no 
Clouds interpoſe, or ar leatt very. thin ones, 
then are alhes of Lightning only ſeen,bur no 
Thunder heard; the realon why the Light- 
ning is fo long {zen betore the Thiunder 1s 
heard - is, for that the ſence of {2eing,ts more 
Quick and in{tant than that of hearing, 

Earthquakes are cauſed by Winds in tne 
Bowels or hollow Caverns of the Earth,hght- 
ing with the heat and oppoſition they meer 

I with, 
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with, ſo that ſtruggling for vent, they often 
in forcing their way,rend and force the Earth 
in ſunder,and fly forth in prodigious W hirl- 
wind, doing great miſchief; . Whirlwinds, 
Properly termed fo, is cauſed by a ſtrong Va- 
pour, or Airy Contraction that forces its way 
through a flock of Clouds, without any noite 
of Thunder,or flaſh.of Lightning. - Anothcr 
fort there are, called fiery Whirlwinds, 
which is when a Vapour in ſuch a caſe takes

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and carry away the groſs Vapours, which 
would otherways infect ghe Earth, by cor- 
rupting, and render it uninhabitable. 

Rain is cauſed by Miſty Vapours exhaled 
by the hear of the Sun, which being drawn 
up, thicken, and are carried about by the 
Winds, ill they are too heavy, and then fall 
down in ſhowers; for the Clouds are of no 
folid marter,bur onlv compcſed of moiſt ard 
dry Vapours, and where ir ſo falls out rhat 
the Wind is exceeding {cant before the moiit 
Vapour can aſcend to its height or thicken, 
then does it fall again*in Mitt. 

Hail and Show are moiſt Vapours,condu- 
ced by too near approaching the Region of 
cold. If the Vapour be thick, then it 1s Hail 
or Dritle, if thin and expanded, then it is 
Snow; irthin and cloſe.Rime or hoar Froſt. 
And thus much for theſe parriculars.

Of the perfedt Compoſition which are in the 
Nature of things, by which the four Elc- 
ments are 10 be conſidered, 


S for the four Elements,” they may be 
fly termed to reſemble living Crea- 

tures, Plaiits, Stones and Metals,as for Stones 
they- 


ON 
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they have their Original and Foundation 
trom the Earth,and agrecing with irs nature, 
ever deſcend. Metal may = ſaid to be pla- 
ced upon the ſecond Watery Angle of the 
World, as agreeing in their Liquid Matter 
with Water, all Metals have their Original 
from Quickſilver and Sulphur, 'ftewed or 
boyled in the Bowels of the Earth, and are 
finer or courſer, according to the firmneſs 
or groſneſs of thoſe Originals, upon the 
third or Airy Angle of the World. We may 
find Plants, for they neither grow por fructu- 
' fie, but inthe open-day, and do properly re- 
tain the nature of Air, which they always re- 
quire, as being firteſt and apteſt for them. 
Upon the fourth Angle, namely Fire, may 
be centered or put all living Creatures, whoſe 
lives as the Learned hold, ſubfift by fire, ob- 
tained from the Empireal Heaven and Spirit 
of Life, which is a quicknins fire, and diſtri- 
buteth Life to all the Whecls of the VWorld, 
True it is, that under every Univerſal 
kind of theſ!, there are divers particular 
ſpecies diſtinct the one {rom the othcr : for 
although tones may properly enovgh be 
termed Earthy, yet are they ſometimes no- 
minated of ſome other Element, which moſt 
prevaileth in'their compoition for det-brlets 
all the Elements do meet rogether in the Pro- 
creation of them, but chictly Earth and Wa- 
ter,

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ter, and may by their groſneſs or pureneſs 
de obſerved, which moſt predominates_ or 
contributed to the compoſition, for the dark 
ſtones are called earthly ; and the clear ones 
atery. As for Metals, they participate 
moſtly of a watery ſubſtance, rhough they 
have 1n them the compofition.of all the Elc- 
ments, and may be reſembled to. the ſeven 
Planets, as Gold to the Sun, Silver to the 
Moon, Iron to Mars, Quickfilver to Mercu- 
ry.Bralſs to Fupricr,Lead to Saturn, and Tin 
to Venzs, being each of them imagined to 
have the fire or influence of the ſaid Planets. 
As for Plants, although rhey may be by Na- 
ture Airy; yet there are ſome whoſe Roots, 
Leaves and Bloſtoms are hot in the firſt de- 
gree, others are cold 'and diy, ſome are 
moiſt, which diverſity happzneth according 
the Plant participateth, more or lels of 
the ſundry Elements. The like is ro be ob- 
ſerved of living Creatures.tor although they 
are faid ro participate of the Region or FEl1e- 
ment of Fire, yet the coinpofiticn of all the 
Elements are tound in them, and wirhour 
them no Creature can ſubhit ; nay, divers
